The capture uf Ti'l el Kobir by fiener- 
:il Wolseley rusulting in t he utter demor- 
alization of the Egyptians, is a subject 
fur the sincerest congratulations. A dis- 
patch dated London L3th informs its that 
with 11,000 men, among which were 
i!,000 cavalry and GO guns. Wolseley at- 
tacked the strung position of Arabi Pa- 
sha, who had 'JO, 00(1 regulars and 0,000 
Bedouins and 2,000 cavalry, from Kassas- 
sin. On account of the disparity of 
forces the attack was made before day- 
break, a space of six miles having to be 
traversed. The details will be found in 
the telegraph dispatches, and it only re- 
mains to say that the success was com- 
plete. The utmost emulation prevailed 
among the men: the footgnards under 
the Duke of Connaught took part in the 
attack, and the Highland brigade and 
Royal Irish regiment particularly distin- 
guished themselves. The Egyptians were 
petrified at such an onslaught, and those 
who were able Hod. It is stated that 
:i0,000 prisoners wore secured, and sever- 
al trains containing an immense amount ! 
of supplies were captured, but Arabi, 
tho author of the mischief, tied on horse- | 
hack to Soagazig. The work was done I 
mainly by the troops in the first line, and 
the assault only occupied 20 minutes. 
Tho loss of the enemy is stated io u< 
2,000 killed and that of tho British nU.ut 
200. It is hardly probable ih.it Arabi | 
can recover from such a blow so as to re- 
organize his army; but it remains to be 
.-teen how much trouble lie is capable of 
giving in an irregular manner, and how 
far his friend tho Arabs will still lend 
their aid to the champion of the faithful 
and engage in a guerilla warfare for his 
benefit, Though the enemy in a military 
point of view might be deemed physical- 
ly insignificant ; he was backed by an un- 
healthy climate far harder to conquer 
i han himself, and t he campaign was en- 
tered upnnamidsuch surroundiligpulitical 
conditions, that even a temporary 
check received by tho British would have 
produced a dangerous moral effect. In 
fact, with the various attitudes, jealous- 
ies and aspirations of the different Euro- 
pean powers, who are watching the con- 
test, the Egyptian business is something 
like shooting in a powder magazine, and 
an untoward event might cause an explo- 
sion at any minute. If these august 
powers did not all receive the news of 
Arabi's discomfiture with unfeigned joy, 
circumstances at least constrained them to 
put a good face on the matter, and retlect 
that Arabi Pasha is still among the living. 
Turkish co-operation is now delayed by 
the British commissioner, and it seems as 
jf the English government had decided to 
dispense with it altogether and complete 
the subjugation of Egypt unaided. 

ENTI 11 ELY Too THIN. 

The premier's attempt at justification 
for his management or rather mismanage- 
ment of Point Ellice bridge repairs, in 
tho organ of yesterday, only makes a bad 
matter worse. It is a mere subterfuge — 
an evasion of the charge — that he has, 
without "rhyme or reason," taken money 
from the pockets of his constituents by 
unnecessarily impeding traffic between 
this city and Esquimalt. He acknowl- 
edges by implication, at least, that only 
about two men and a "superintendent" 
have been employed, and his excuse is 
that no more could work at one pile- 
driver. But why were not more pile- 
drivers used when so much inconvenience 
and loss aio entailed by stoppage of 
travel! Three more of such twopenny- 
halfpenny affairs could easily have boon 
provided and the cost would not have 
equaled one day's loss nf time by every- 
body having to go round by Craigflower. 
Ah many gangs of men could then have 
been put on as then! were piledrivers, 
and the work completed in one-fourth of 
tho time that it is now taking. This, 
however, is but another instance of the 
('. C. of L. it W'.'a parsimoniousness in 
attempting to save at the spigot and 
I hereby^ wasting at the bungholc. 

THE COLLISION. 

It is to be hoped that a rigid inquiry 
will be made into the cause of the disas- 
ter to the special train which bore the 
distinguished guests of the province across 
the continent. It seems almost incredible 
that, the collision occurred through acci- 
dent. The time must have been accu- 
rately known by stationmasters along the 
line, and the dispatching of an engine to 
meet and crash into the special at a sharp 
curve may bo attributable to an inadver- 
tence scarcely less criminal than if the 
collision had been willfully caused; but it 
bears a very suspicious look, indeed. The 
Princess, who has crossed the Atlantic 
three times and traveled frequently the 
length and breadth of Europo without 
meeting with a mishap, nearly lost her 
life at Ottawa by the upsetting of a 
sleigh, and has narrowly escaped serious 
injury if not death by a collision which 
might have been easily avoided. The 
public are gratified to hear that no bad 
results have (lowed from the accident.

New York, Sept. 12 At half past 
this morning tire was discovered in the 
mail room of the steamship Alaska whore 
three hundred sacks of mail matter from 
Australia, which arrived here from San 
Francisou on Monday, had been deposited 
on the afternoon of that day. Ten sacks 
of newspapers and two of letters had 
been partly destroyed before the tire was 
discovered. As a gold watch and two or 
three sovereigns wore found among the 
ashes, it is believed that a pottion of the 
registered mail was consumed. As the 
mail room is in the centre of tho vessel 
anil is lined with iron, and was moreover 
properly secured, it is believed the tire 
was caused by| some combustible mat- 
ter enclosed in one of the sacks. As 
the mail sacks from Australia for Great 
Britain are not opened in transit through 
the United States, the presence of the 
dangerous article cannot be detected 
here. Most of the injured mail matter 
was made up at Sydney. New South 
Wales. The purser of the Alaska in- 
formed the oflicers nT the Xow York post- 
otlice that a full report of the facts will 
be made to the British postal authorities 
on arrival at Queenstown.

THEY NARKOWLY ESCAPE IN- 
JURY BY A COLLISION. 

The Princoss Louiso Thrown Dowe, 
hut Not Much Hurt. 

San FiuNrlsco, Sept. 1". — A special 
(ruin, with the Marquis ut' Lome and 
Princess Louise mi hoard, was run iu'oat 
I'urt Costs i his morning by a yard undine. 
The engine of the siieeial was badly 
damaged. ( >no report says ihe Princess 
received slight bruises; luil nothing de- 
tinito is yet obtained. 

The vice-regal party arrived in the city 
shortly nit 10 o'clock, having been de- 
Lained ahout fiO minutes at l'ort Costa by 
ihe accident, which wim not serious, and 
resulted in no injury to any of the party, 
They were met on their arrival by British . 
Consul Booker, and proceeded without 
ceremony to the Palace Hotel. An ad- 
dress of welcome was presented on behalf | 
ut the British residents this afternoon. i 

Later advices regarding Ihe accident to 
l he special train at l'ort Costa show that 
nil leaving the ferry-boat the engineer re- 
ceived the signal to go on. dust before] 
reaching the curve a ipiartor of a mile 
from the ferry, while the train was mov- 
ing at ahout six miles an hour, the yard 
engine came around the curve with a rush. 
Both engines reversed, and the engineers i 
and firemen jumped. The collision was j 
violent, and the special engine was badly | 
damaged. The I'rinecss at the lime nj 
the collision was making her toilet, and 
was thrown down, but received no injury 
beyond the must trilling hrui.se. All the 

occupants of the car were shaken up, 
crockery broken and parcels, etc., strewn 
about, but no one injured. Another en- 
gine was furnished and ihe train pro- 
ceeded.

Act 
ing on General Wolseley's order, they ; 
reserved their lire anil went in with I 
bayonets. The slaughter for a time i 
was very great. The rebels could not 
stand and broke and fled, hotly pur- 
sued. I followed the royal Irish regi- 
ment into trenches before one of the 
torts. They were filled with Arabi'a 
followers, dead and dying. The final 
rush was made over a distance of 200 
cards, the men skirmishing and scaling 
cover until they reached this point. 
Several thousand Egyptians were taken 
prisoners. Our own loss up to this 
time I should compute at 200 killed. 

At the firm tire the rebels were very 



wild. It came from both infantry mid 
artillery, and passed over our heads. 
They were disconcerted by the sudden 
attack. P.uL with daylight our enemies 
improved, and lead came like a hail 
storm. Many men fell, but .not for a 
second did our advance stop. The cov- 
ering parties lying down, fired over, 
while those ill front pressed on. Gen- 
eral Graham's brigade worked with 
gallantry. Nothing could be hoard 
above the din of musketry, as they 
charged up the steep slope of trenches. 
The Egyptians were terror stricken. 
Many hid in the corner of the works 
while others fled at their utmost speed, 
throw ing everything from. them. Our 
work - , however, was not yet ended. 
The large inner redoubt on the Arabs' 
left wing was well armed, and still 
held intact, but ihe British troops were 
not deterred. P,y another brilliant 
rush they were among the enemy bay- 
oneting gunners at their guns and cap 
luring heavy ait il lory. Thus we cap- 
tured the key of l be position. In fif- 
teen minutes from the first rush we 
were its masters. The rattle- of the 
enemy's musketry died uwuv, while 
our men forsook the bayonet, and pick- 
ed off any rebels who still showed tight I 
in their retreat. 

In the south the nilOltlV stood a few 

minutes longer, perhaps a quarter of ; 
tin hour : but the appearance of cavalry I 
on their right (lank soon hastened their j 
retreat. In a few minutes one rush-; 
ing stream of fugitives was making for | 
Seagiizig, flying out of till tlieii in- 
trenchineuts. A little later, Cell. I 
McPhorson, with his Indian brigade, 
burst upon the Hying Ine from the . 
south, and then the roul whs com j 
plete ; the artillery coining up at a gal I 
lop unliinbored, an I sent their shot and 
shell after the rebels, adding to their j 
confusion. The cavalry bud got right ' 
round the enemy's flank when the 
light began. My previous, estimate of | 
the number of rebels captured was un- 
der rather than over the mark of Egyp- 
tian losses, and the number of guns 
also wa.s greater than first mentioned. 
It is believed die bulk of the rebel 
force was captured, and that a death- 
blow was given Arabi Pasha All the 
work was done by our troops in the 
lirsi line of attack. The principal for 
titicalions had been carried by the 
Cttards before ihe Fourth brigade 
came up. 

'I'i oops for the attack on Tel El Ke 
bir were arranged in the following or- 
der: One troop of the Indian contin- 
gent, with a battery of mounted guns, 
on the left ; the -lib brigade, under 
lienor il Ashburnhatu, the Highland 
brigade and General Graham's brigade, 
in order as named, and a brigade of the 
tluards on the right, in support, of 
General Graham. The 10 pounders 
were pushed three miles up the rail- 
road. The enemy fired the first shot. 
Lor half an hour the engagement was 
general along the Egyptian line, from 
four to live miles. After the enemy 
were uartly driven from their intrench 
menus, the Rifles, Forty-sixth, and 
Marines hud reached to within 200 
van Is and preparations ware made to 
storm the intrenchments. At -)-A0 in 
the morning the enemy's fire recom- 
menced on the left, but not vigorous] v. 
Al f>:f)0 there was silence along the 
whole line of the iiitreiichments, then 
already occupied by the British troops, 
who were between Tel El Kebir prop- 
er and Karein. I 'olonel Richardson, 
of ihe Forty-sixth, was wounded tin 
ring the engagement. All our troops 
fought well, the Indian contingency on 
our left carefully reserving their lire 

Thousands are throwing away their 
arms when overtaken by tho cavalry. 
Their loss is very great. General Wil- 
lis is slightly and Colonel Richards se- 
verely wounded. .Majors Oolvillo, 
Underwood and Soiuerville, of the 
Highland light infantry, are killed. 
( If the black watch, Lieutenant McXeal 
is killed, and Captain Mutton is 
wounded, ('olonel Stirling anil sur- 
geon, and ('olonel I). Schram, of the 
Guards, are wounded. ('olonel Pal 
four, of the Grenadier Guards, is 
wounded in the leg, and a Colonel and 
Sergeant are killed. The cavalry is 
now on its inarch to Baalboc. The 
Indian contingent is on its way to Sea- 
ga/ig, to be followed thisevening by the 
Highlanders brigade. Third Lieuten- 
ant Cameron, of the Highlanders, wa.s 
wounded. The canal is cut in some 
places, but the railway is intact. 

It has been discovered that Rat-hob 
Pasha and Ali Felling Pasha were 
wounded ill the engagement last Sat- 
urday. 

We struck camp at K assassin lock 
last evening, and bivouacked on a high 
ridge above the camp until 1:30 this 
morning. We then advanced upon 
the very extensive and very strongly 
fortified position hold by Arabi Pasha 
with 20,000 regulars, of whom 2500 
were cavalry, with seventy guns and 
6000 Bedouins and irregulars. My 
force was about I 1,000 bayonets, 2000 
sabers and sixty guns. To have at- 
tacked so strong a position by daylight 
with the troops I could place in the 
field would have entailed a very great 
loss. I resolved, therefore, to attack 
before daybreak. Six miles interven- 
ed between my camp and tho enemy's 
position. Tho cavalry and two batter- 
ies of horse artillery on the right had 
orders to sweep round the enemy's line 
.at daylight, Tho first division of the 
first brigade, under (ion. Graham, sup- 
ported by the F'oot Guards, under the 
Duke of Con naught, and seven bat- 
teries of artillery, numbering forty- 
two guns, with a supporting brigade, 
the second division of the Highland 
brigade leading, as a contingent on 
the south side of the canal, and a na- 
val brigade on the railway, and all ad- 
vanced. There was great emulation 
evinced by regiments to be first in the 
enemy's vvorkH. All went at them 
with all their strength, tho Royal Irish 
particularly distinguishing itself by its 
dashing manner. All the enemy's 
works and camps are now in our pos- 
session. I do not yet know the exact 
number of guns captured. Several 



trains with immense quantities of sup 
lilies were captured. The enemy ran 
away. 

K assassin, Sept. 13. — Tel el Kebir was 
captured by a rush of cavalry this morn- 
ing. The Indian cavalry is hotly pressing 
the fugitives on the south and the British 
cavalry on the north of the canal. Tho 
enemy's killed alone number 2000. The 
retreat of the enemy on the north is cut 
off. The position was taken in a few 
minutes, we having surprised the enemy 
by a night march. 

V i kn n a , Sept . 13. The Greek minister 
of foreign affairs has issued a circular 
saying that if* the porte does not imme- 
diately surrender ihe four disputed points 
on the frontier Greece will resume hos- 
tilities. 

Dculin, Sept. lo. — Four neu sub com- 
missioners have been appointed under tho 
hind act. 

Alkxanihua, Sepl. 13. The taking of 
Tel ol Kebir causes groat joy here. Ex- 
tensive demonstrations are organizing fur 
to-night. The Italians and the Greeks 
have taken the initiative step, but per- 
sons of till nationalities will participate. 
Hen. Wood received n dispatch from (leu. 
Wolseley stating thai Tel el Kebir was 
captured after a I wen ty-ininutes assault 
and 30,000 prisoners taken, the enemy 
flying and the cavalry pursuing theui. 

The cut letting tin- sea into Lake Mar- 
eotis has been completed and the water U 
spreading rapidly. 

Seaga/.ig advices s;iy thai orders have 
been given to burn all the property ol 
Europeans if the Arabs are defeated." 

London, Sept. 13. — lien. Wolseloy tele- 
graphs that Arabi escaped on horseback 
to Seagazig. This official report confirms 
the accounts heretofore published. 

K assassin, Sept. 13. — At the capture 
of Tel el Kebir the Egyptian loss is esti- 
mated it 'JU00. i »ur loss is probably 200, 
including many officers. The Highland 
brigade bore the brunt of the action. 
Another account siiya the attack was di- 
rected against tho enemy's extreme left 
flank, four miles north of the railway 
Heavy artillery and infantry tire is now 
proceeding. British troops are now ad- 
vancing rapidly and arc evidently turning 
ihe enemy's flank. 'I'he British armored 
train, with the forty pounder Krupp gun 
which was captured at Kassassin, and the 
galling guns have just come into action. 
Tho fire of the enemy oppoaito the ex- 
treme right of the British line is nearly 
silenced. The enemy are in full retroal. 

Pour Said, Sept. I'J. — Tho governor 
has arrested certain shioks for circulating 
falso news of n victory being gained by 
Arabi Pasha. 

LoNIJON, Sept. 13.— It is understood 
that ill the event of an early close of the 
Egyptian campaign, Sir Charles Dilko, 
under foreign secretary, is likely to he 
promoted to a position in the cabinet. A 
new appointment will be made to till tho 
ollice which he at present holds. Fresh 
appointments will also probably be made 
to the presidency of the council and the 
chancellorship of the Duchy of Lancaster 
before the next session of parliament. 
Childers, warsecretarj , w ill become chan- 
cellor of the exchequer. 

The 7'ii/tes points out that the departure 
of the Turkish troops for Egypt will bo 
delayed in order to await tho arrival ol 
the British commissioner, who must pro- 
ceed to Constantinople to arrange the de- 
tails of ihe expedition, and then go to tho 
headquarters of the Turkish force. Thus 
everything will be over before the Turks 
can possibly arrive in Egypt.
